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Fr Pimne. I did not thinke to haue ſpoken a- 
M-- to this bill, becauſe T was willing to be- 
licue that the forwardnes of this Committe 
would haue prevented me, but now I do hold 
my ſelfe bound to ſpeake, and to ſpeake in earneſt. 
J» the firſt yeare of the King,and the ſecond .conventt- 
on, I firſt moued for the encreaſe and enlargement of 
poore Miniſters Liuings ; I ſhewed how neceflary it 
was to be done, how ſhametull it was,that it had beene 
{olongnegle&ed. This was allo commended to the 
Houſe by his Ma”. There werethen,as now,many ac- 
cuſations on foote againſt ſcandalous Miniſters.-I was 
bold to tell the Houle, that there. were ſcandalous Lt- | 
vings too Which were much the-caule of the other: Li- 
vings of fiue Markes,of fiue pounds a yeare,that men of 
worth and-of parts would not be muſled vpto ſuch pir- 
tances. And that there were ſome places in England, 
which were ſcarce in Chriſtendome, where-God was 
litle better knowne then amongſt Indzans. I exampled 
itinthe vtmoſt skirts of the North , where the prayers 
of the common people, aremorelike ſpels and charmes 
then deuotions; the ſame blindnefſe and ignorance is in 
divers parts of ales, which many of that Countrey 
doc both know and Jament, 
I declaredalſo, that to plant $096 Miniſters in good 
_ Livings, was the ſtrongeſt and ſureſt meanes to eſta- 
bliſh true religion , that it would prevaile more againſt 
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papiſtry then the making of new lawes,or executing of 
old. That it would counterworke courte-conſcience 
and lackewarmeaccommodation. That though the cal- 
ling of Miniſtersbee neuer {o glorious within, yet out- 
ward poverty will bring contempt vpon them, eſpec1- 


_ ally amongſtthoſe,vvho meaſure men by the acre, and | 


vveigh them by the pound, vyhich indeed is the grea- 
teſt part of men. | 

M* Pimne, I cannot. but teſtifie how being in Ger- 
»1any, I vvas exceedingly ſcandalized to tee the poore 
ſtipendiary Miniſters of the reformed Churches there 
deſpiſed & negle&edby reafon of their poverty, being 
otherwiſe very graucand learned men. am afraid that 
this is a part of the burthen of Germany, which ought 
to bea warning to vs. | 

I haue heard many obie@ions anddifficulties even 


' to impoſlibilities againſt this bill: to him that is vawil- 


ling, there is ever a beare oralion 1nthe way. Firſt let 
vs make our ſelues willing, then will the way bee caſie 
and \afe enough: 

I haue oblerved,that wvee are alwayes very eager & 
fierce againſt papiſtry,againſt ſcandalous Miniſters,and. 
againſt things which are. not much inour power; I 
ſhould be glad to ſee that wee did delight as well in re- 


- warding as in puniſhing , and in vndertaking matters 


within our owne reach,as this isabſolutely vvithin our 
power. Oar owne Autiesare next vs,other mens farther 
off: I doe not ſpeake this, thatI doe miſlike the deſtroy- 


' Ing or putting downe ofthat whichis1ll,butthen let 


vs bee as earneſt to plant and build vp that vvhich is 
good in the roome of it; for vvhy ſhould vve bee deſo- 
late. The beſt and the gentleſtvvay to ditpelldarkenes, 
is, to let inthe light; vvee ſay that day breakes, but no 
man ever heard thenoyſe offt; God comes inthe {till 
voyce; letvs-quietly mend our Candleſtickes,and vve. 
cannotyvant lights... :

Tam afraid this backwardnes ofours,vvifl gine the 
adverſary occaſion to ſay, thatvve chuſe our religion, 
becauſe itis the cheaper of the two; that vvee v vould 
vvillingly ſerue God vvith ſomewhat that would coſt 
vs naught. Beleene 1t M* Psmre, he that thinkestoſaue 
any thing by his religion, but hisſoule, vvill bee a ter- 
rible looſer in the end.

Mee thinkes whoſocuer hates papiſtry, ſhould by the 
ſame rule hate covetouſnes, for that's idolatry too. I 
never lik*d hot profeſſions and cold ations. Suchan 
heate 1s rather the heate of diſtemper and diſeaſe , then 
of life andfaving health. | 
For ſcandalous Miniſters , there 15 no man ſhall bee 
more forward to haue them ſeverely puniſhed, than 1 
will be: whenfalt hath loſt his favour, let it becaſt out 
ypon the vnſavory place, the dunghiil. Burt Sir, let vs 
deale with them,as God hath dealt with vs.God before 
he made man, made the world, an handſome place for 
him to dwell in; fo let veprovide them convenient li- 
vings,and then puniſh them 1n Gods name, but till then 
{candalous linings cannot buthaue ſcandalous Mini- 
ſters. It ſhall ever beea rule rome , that where the 
Church and common-wealth are both of one religion, 


_ 4tis comely and decent, that the outward ſplendour of 


the Church,ſhouuld holda proportion, and- participate 
with the proſperity of the temporall ſtate: for vvhy
